THE F AMILY MURDERED. 


Frederick Hellmann Deliberately As- 
phyxiated Himself, Wife and Children. 


CHICAGO, III., July 6.—It developed at 
the Coroner’s inquest that the asphyxia- 
tion of the Hellman family, whicn resulted 
in the death of the father, mother and four 
children was not an accident, as at first 


supposed, but a wholesale murder, calmly 
—_ and executed by the head of the 
amily, who wound up by taking his own 
life, that being part of the plan, which was 
te wipe out the entire family. The victims 
were Frederick Hellmann, “pes 37; Mrs. 
Ida Hellmann, aged 32; Fred Hellmann, Jr., 
aged 11; Ida Hellman, aged 10; William 

ellmann, aged 7; Hedwig Hellmann, the 
J-yvear-old daughter. 

Frederick Hellmann, the father, was a 
contracting mason, and the crime is be- 
lieved to be the deed of a mad man, as he 
never fully recovered from a sunstroke 
received ten years ago. 

When the bodies were found yesterday 
morning the little brick cot e at Cor- 
nella and Wood streets, in which the family 
resided, was tightly closed and fillled wit 
gas and the deaths were supposed to be 
accidental. . 

At the inquest, however, Charles, a 
brother of Hellmann, produced a letter 
written by the murderer and suicide late 
on the evening of July 4 in which he clear! 
stated his purpose of killing himself, al- 
though he gave no intimation of the fact 
that he was meditating the deaths of the 
members of his family. He spoke of the 
window through which the women had 
crawled as the only way in which his 
brother could get ad ion and said he left 
ut open for that pu The brother had 
not received the letter until yesterday after- 
noon, long after the crime com- 
mitted.

CENTAUR PICKED THEM UP. 


Tidings from Them Through Letters 
Left With the People of 
Pitcairn Island. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Juty 6—The British 
ship Marion Frazier, Capt. Wall, which ar- 
rived here early this morning from New- 
castle, Australia, brings news that the Nor- 
wegian ship Fjeld, coal laden, 275 days out 
from Grimsby, Wales, and bound for this 
port, was burned at sea in latitude 10 south, 


longitude 1138 west. The crew of twenty-six 
men took to boats and were picked up after 
fourteen days by the ship Centaur, hound 
for the United Kingdom. 

Capt. Wall says that when off Piteairn 
Island he saw three boats approaching 
from shore and making signals. He brought 
the ship around and waited for them to 
come up. The occupants of the boats were 
islanders, and they ee ok letters from 
the survivors of Field, addressed to their 
relatives. The islanders said that as the 
Fjeld was approaching the equatog, fire was 
discovered in the hold. All hands fought 
the flames, and for a time it was thought 
they were subdued, but on March 7 a ter- 
rific explosion of gas occurred, blowing open 
the hatches and allowing the air to fan the 
flames. Seeing that the ship was doomed, 
Capt. Nielson ordered the crew into the 
boats, which were provisioned and carried 
sails. The boats were headed due north, 
Nielson’s purpose being to get into the 
track of Australian and coasting vessels. 
In this they were successful, the Centaur 
picking them up after fourteen days. The 
Centaur proceeded to Pitcairn Island for 
provisions, and there the crew of the Fijeld 
wrote letters which will now be mailed here. 
The Centaur then proceeded on her voyage, 
taking the Fjeld’s crew with her. 

She is now due to arrive in the British 
port.

Whites,”’ each set having a tiara, a pendant, 
a brooch, ear-rings, from four to six brace- 
lets and several finger rin all of the 
same style and make and of corresponding 
stone. . 

In addition, Mrs. Stanford has black dia- 
monds, cut r-shaped,-and numerous 
=_— diamond ornaments in a variety of 
styles. 

One necklace is valued at $100,000, and its 

ndants at $30,000. This was manufac- 

ured to order. It consists of large dia- 
monds, rubies, sapphires and emeralds, all 
of the purest water. A band of large yel- 
low diamonds encircle the throat, each set 
in smaller white stones. Below this band 
is a fioriated design in small white dia- 
monds and colored stones, extending in 
deep points. Between each two points is 
suspended an immense yellow diamond, set 
in white diamonds, and attached to the up- 
per part of the necklace by a ruby, emerald 
or sapphire. 

There are five of these pendants, the cen- 
tral one being the largest. It once figured 
in the collection of the Duke of Brunswick. 
This magnificent ornament is accompanied 
by a comb, a brooch and a pair of ear-rings 
to match.

AMERICAN TIN WORKS. 


There Are Now Thirty-Five in Opera- 
tion in This Country. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—The quarterly list 

of American tin works, published in the 


Metal Worker of this week, shows an ad- 
vance in this industry. There are now in 
actual operation in the United States, ac- 
cording to the Metal Worker; thirty-five 
tin plate works proper, rolling their own 
block plates, with seven more works in 
course of erection. In addition, there are 
thirty tin plate dipping works without roll- 
ing mills.

NEGROES FOR AFRICA. 


The Congo Free State Offers Induce- 
ments to Americans. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, July 6.—The Gov- 
ernment of the Free State of Congo, Cen- 
tral Africa, through its Secretary of State 
at Brussels, is in correspondence with C. C. 
Carter of Riverside, relative to a plan for 
settling several colonies of negro farmers 
from the United States in some of the fav- 
ored districts of the Congo territory. As 
expressed in a letter received to-day by Mr. 


Carter, the idea of the authorities of the 
Free State is to procure men whose an- 
cestors having come from Africa will be 
better fitted than white men to cope with 
the climate. At the same time none but 
desirable colonists are invited. 

Mr. Carter will not give out yet what the 
terms are that the Secretary of State holds 
out to immigrants, except that they are fav- 
orable. Mr. Carter has been invited to 
visit that official at Brussels, to discuss 
the matter, and will probably soon make the 
trip. If the first colonies. succeed, it is the 
idea to induce a large emigration of negroes 
from the United States to the Congo State, 
where principles of free government are 
to be practiced. The letters Mr. Cafter has 
received state that tobacco culture is to 
be made an important industry in the free 
State, and the first attention will be paid 
to negro tmmigrants who have learned 
the culture in the Southern States,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July ¢6—The 
heaviest rain which has visited this part 
of the State since 1844 fell last night. Meas- 
urements by various people put the volume 


of water which fell between sundown and 
sunrise at 7 inches on the level. During 
the last two weeks some rain has f 
neatly every day. As a consequence the 
ground was full of water, so that the rain 
of last night did not soak into the und, 
but on the contrary ran off from the hills 
and into the valleys with a terribly de- 
structive force. The Moreau this morn- 
ing is out of its banks and extends back to 
the foothills on either side, the water being 
from two to five feet deep over lands 
which have not been flooded since 1844. 
Goose Bottom, lying intermediate between 
Jefferson City proper and Crandall’s addi- 
tion, was flooded four feet deep last night. 
This bottom' is filled with houses, some 
of them of a very substantial kind and of 
modern architecture. The water in its ir- 
resistible flood swept into some of these 
houses three feet deep, and in other places 
moved lighter frame houses from their 
foundation, swept fences and outhouses into 
the river, and in other ways played havoc. 
Rescuing parties were formed before the 
flood was at its height, and several families 
living in extreme low ground were taken to 
places of safety. This morning several dead 
horses, mules, cattle, hogs and some 
chickens have floated down Goose Creek 
into the river, indicating wide destruction 
in the back country districts. Of this, how- 
ever, little is definitely known as yet. It is 
known that several wooden bridges are 
washed away, and some heavier and more 
substantial bridges are so injured that 
they will need to be repaired. The Missouri 
River has raised nearly three feet since last 
evening at 6 o’cl

CHICAGO, July 6—A special from Eng- 
lish, Ind., says: The scene of the frightful 
picnic riot at Siberia, in which three per- 
sons were killed and 100 injured, a number 
fatally, resembles a battlefield after a se- 
vere encounter, with the exception that the 
dead and wounded have been removed. 
Broken bottles, clubs and splintered chairs 


litter the ground for half an acre. The sod of 


which was torn up by the struggling mass 
is tinged with blood, and blo garments 
torn off in the desperate encounter are 
strewn everywhere, 

Up to this time there has never been such 
a break between Catholics and their oppo 
nents in the vicinity, although there have 
— — — at — that the 
eeling o go was growing. 

Threats were made that the toughs of the 
neighborhood would cause troub e 
picnic, but the Germans relied upon 
numbers to awe any attempt to disturb 
them. These threats had been made be- 
fore and no trouble had resulted, so little 
attention was paid to them. For this rea- 
gon none of the picnickers were armed or 
otherwise prepared for the onslaught which 
seems to have been well planned. 

The desperate fight, which lasted for an 
hour, was precipitated by a gang of local 
roughs whose numbers were augmented by 
additions from the swamp locality along the 
Ohio River. They came to the picnic in- 
flamed with whisky and armed with clubs 
and knives, and started a fight in which a 
thousand persons engagel. Many of the

The doctor and two 
assistants were called to dress the wounds 
of fifty-four men and women who were cut 
and shot during the fray.

John Buckley Finds His Missing Mother 
and a Fortune. 


John Buckley, who last saw his mother 
twenty-five years ago, when he was a child 
of 6, now turns up as the claimant of the 
éstate of Kate Welch, who left $10,000 de- 
posited in the Hibernia Bank of San Fran- 


cisco. Kate Welch is confined in an in- 

e asylum of Reno, Nev. The laws of 

lifornia provide that when a deposit re- 
mains in a savings bank for twenty-one 
years without being drawn upon, the of- 
ficials of the bank in which the money is 
deposited shall advertise that fact, and find 
either the original depositor or his or her 
heirs. One of these circulars fell into the 
hands of Miss Mary Welch of Lynn, Mass., 
where Mrs. Buckley, the mother of John 
Buckley, formerly lived. She sent a copy of 
it to John Buckley of this city. 

Michael Buckley and Catherine Welch, 
the parents of John, were married in Chel- 
sea, Mass., in 1863. John was born in 1865. 
His parents removed to Lynn, and soon 
afterwards they were divorced, the mother 
resuming her maiden name, Kate Welch. 
The son remained with the father in Lynn, 
the mother going to California. When John 
was 5 years old his mother Visited Lynn, 
and he then saw her for a Short time. She 
returned afterwards to California. As John 
grew up he commenced to search for his 
mother, and went to San Francisco in 1887. 
Bight years passed and he found no trace 
of her. He returned East and located in 
St. Louls, where he is now foteman in a 
large shoe factory. The circular sent on 
from Lynn gave him the first trace of his 
missing parent. Mr. Buckley has letters, 
documents and records which prove his 
claim. It is his intention to remove his 
mother from the asylum and live with her, 
his father having died in 1887. 


FRISON BROUGHT BACK. 


He Tells His Story of the Killing of 
Malcolm McDonald. : 


George Frison, the negro herse trainer 
who killed Malcolm McDonald at the Fair 
Grounds a week ago last Thursday with a 
base ball bat, was brought to St. Louis 
Saturday from Nashville, Tenn., by Officer 


Altmeyer. Frison is a splendid specimen 
of his race, standing 6 feet and finely. pro- 
portioned. He related the circumstances of 
the killing in a frank manner, and claimed 
that he acted in self-defense. 

“I met McDonald about 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon,” he said. He was under the 
influence of liquor and began quarreling 
with me.about the sale of a horse named 
Charlie B., of which we both had had the 
care. He called * number of vile names, 
and — § ordered me away. I walked off. 
McDonald followed me, and picking up a 
base ball bat, began to beat me over the 
shoulders. I clinched with him, and 
wrenching the bat from his grasp, threw it 
Away. Willie Taylor seized me from behind 
and bent me backward. McDonald aga 
got the bat and resumed his attack, and 
orks to my feet and again wrenched 
the bat from his hands. I threw it at Mc- 
Donald, He was standing only a few feet 
away, and the bat hit him on the head, 
and I saw him stagger, and the next minute 
some one in the crowd seized me and I got 
a terrible beating. I managed to scramble 
to my feet and ran away to my stable, 
outside the Fair Grounds, where | 
about $123 in my trunk. I got it and 
the car down town. I met a coloreé 
of East St. Louis. He invited me to go 
to East St. Louis and spend the night with 
him. I accepted and stayed: until Satur- 

ay. 


That afternoon I came over to St. Louls 
and stayed till dark, but heard nothing 
about cDonald’s death. I cannot read. 
Towards evening I made up my mind to 
go to Nashville to see my fe. I took the 
train from East St. Louis that night and on 
arriving in Nashville went straight home. 
I had not been there more than three hours 
when I wag arrested. It was then that I 
learned for the first. time that McDonald 
was dead. I had belleved all along that I 
got the worst of the fight. 

“I do not fear the ending of this trouble, 
as I am sure I can prove that I acted in 
self-defense.’’

“3. That sectarian services may be held 
in the instution for the benefit of such 
chlidren who request it, or in whose behalf 
such request is made to the satisfaction 
of. the board, while the children remain 
under the age of 14 years, by parents. 
Again, we must use our power beyond (his. 
If any denomination feels that by this lim- 
itation some children will be neglected 
or lost, the only way to save them will 
in our judgment, be to take them out for 
adoption in the manner appointed by law.

“In retommending that such service be 
allowed, we say, however, that the apart- 
ments of the building itself must not in 
any way be modeled to suit any particular 
denomination, or so as to give reason for 
vbjection to any other denomination. The 
hall must be neutral ground, regardless of 
all questions of expense. And, further, 
wherever and whenever the sectarian ser- 
vice conflict with the necessary rules of 
control, or with the fafr patticipation cf 
other denominations, the former must yield 
to that extent. Whatever is done must be 
by permission of the State, and not by the 
right of any church or mdividual.

TYPE-WRITING SPIRITS, 


Inventor Yost. Believed in Them, and Is 
Now a Wreck. 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The Herald says: 
Because of his belfef in spiritualism and 
through the impositions of a professional 
medium, G. N. W. Yost, inventor of the 
typewriter, is living apart from his family 
in a furnished flat in West Mth street, at- 
tended by_a-friénd and provided with none 
of the uries of life which are neces- 
sa a man 70 years old. He has expend- 

e and thousands of dollars in pursuing 
he ignus fatuus which spiritualists have 
danced before his eyes. e acknowledges 
that he is poor and a physical wreck. Yet 
he believes in the men who imposed on him, 

declares that he is as certain about 
things he believes he has seen as he is 
that there is a heaven. He was a man of 
fine intellect, a man who still has a family 
‘who are devoted to him, yet is almost de- 
serted, is scarcely able to talk, much less 
continue hig once brilliant career. The 
man who was the prime mover in the con- 
spiracy of mediums is summering at On- 
sett Bay, Mich. . 

The Herald gives the following account 
of the way in which Mr. Yost became in- 
terested in spirit movements: 

When visiting the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago some acquaintances told Mr. Yost that 
they knew of a young girl named Lizzie 
Bangs who was able to secure the most 
remarkable statements from dead worthies 
by means of an ancient and very decrepit 
typewriting machine.

CHICAGO, July 4 .—The Pullman Palace 
Car Co. has advanced the wages of the em- 
ployes at the Pullman shops 10 per cent, the 
advance affecting about 4,000 people.

How the Grand Old Chinaman, Li Hung 
Chang, Received Ex-Secretary Fos- - 
ter as Mediator.

The following extracts are from private” 
letters written home by John B. Hender- 
son, Jr., formerly of St. Louis, who accom- 
panied ex-Secretary of State John W. Fos- 
ter to China when Mr. Foster was called to 
assist in adjudicating terms of peace be- 
tween Japan and China: 

UNITED STATES LEGATION, PEKING, 
April 26.—When one enters the famous gate 
of Peking one’s first impulse is to shout 
“Hurrah!” He is in the great Northern 
Capital—the center of the Orient. One’s 
next impulse is to offer thanks for preserva- 
tion of life through the vicissitudes of the 


urney here. Ye ih the imagination of 

esterners and Peking in reality are two 
very different place. The one is @ eat 
imperial city, brilliant in color and rich in 
the 1 of the East; the other is a 
dilapidated, mediaeval city, a study in decay 
and ruin, but nevertheless the most inter- 
esting and in some respects the most fas- 
cinating place in the world. 


Mr. Foster and I, with Wo Ting Fang, 
took a housetboat at Tientsin, came up the 
river as far as Tung Chow 120 miles), and 
then proceeded by cart to Peking (13 miles). 
The last thirteen miles is an experience to 
remember. The roads defy description—full 
of ruts, and stone slabs all out of place. 
Your cart is springless, and rattles away 
regardless of consequences. Our particu- 
lar cart was a superior one sent by Mr. 
Denby to take us to the city. It had glass 
windows when we started. One of them 
broke of its oon volition. Mr. Foster 
thrust his head through the other one in a 
sudden lurch. Beggars swarm the route. 
In native parlance, you are called a fore 
devil,” but the polite beggars say, “Will 
your excellencies, the foreign devils, give 
us alms?’’ 

Is it not marvelous that this great city— 
the capital of the most populous nation of 
the world—must be reached by these prim- 
itive modes of conveyance? The journey is 
not only slow, but is full of danger at the 

resent time from lawless bands of rob» 

rs. An unpaid soldiery are now turned 
loose to take, by violence, the remuneration 
which the Chinese Government, for various 
reasons, has only inadequately been able to 
give them. 


* — 

I would say that these Chinese soldiers de- 
serve a certain amount of sympathy. The 
lower classes, whence they are recruited, 
seem capable of anything. They are nat- 
urally honest, industrious and ready to fol- 
low leaders anywhere if they have confi- 
dence in them. Of course the Chinese of- 
ficers were quite unprepared for this war, 
and the soldiers knew it. Besides, the 
present system of paying them through 
various paymasters, who, by long custom, 
retain commissions with each handling of 
the money, does not tend to inspire the sol- 
diers with unalloyed patriotism. These 
antiquated methods will now be changed 
and China will awaken from her .2,000-year 
nap. 


PEKING, April Tour stay here has 
been a gay one—a series of dinners, tiffins, 
horseback rides and other social enter- 
tainmente. The foreign society here is 
chiefly made up of the Diplomatic Corps, 
Count Cassini (Russian), Baron Schenrk 
(German), M. Gerard (French), Sir Robert 
Hart and Mr. O’Connor 8 and oth- 
ers form a charming set o eople. Last 
night we dined at Chang Yen Hoon’s, in his 
palatial establishment, and had the ‘twelve 
courses usual in Chinese dinners. 


UNITED STATES CONSULATE, TIEN- 
TSIN, May 2—To-day Mr. Foster and I 
went to the Viceroy’s (Li Hung Chang's) 
* to pay our respects and y ‘‘good- 
to the Grand Old Man. e left the 
Consulate in palanguins, with a corps of 
outriders, and proceeded through the for- 
eign concession into the native city of nar- 
row, crook streets, across the Grand 
Canal and along the walls of the Yamen 
into the palace grounds. An inner gate 
opened mysteriously and our carriers took 
us into a court. From here we walked 
through hallways to the private rooms of 
the Viceroy, escorted by his two secre- 
taries. Presently the host entered and 
seated himself in a eat armchair. The 
conversation began with jokes and compli- 
ments. Tea and champagne were served. 
Then came a serious political discussion of 
about two hours, the topic being the fratifi- 
cation of the treaty, the foreign protests 
and affairs in Formosa. -During the talk 
a telegram from the Emperor arrived, con- 
cerning ratification; also another from 
Count Ito. W n business was settled and 
China's policy was determined, the cenver- 
sation became light and airy again. The 
month passed at Shimoneseki with Li Hung 
Chang did not tend to lessen my first opin- 
ion of his courage and ability; his sensible 
ideas of — ress and the needs of the 
Chinese pire; his simplicity of manner 
and his men? admirable traits. If Chinese 
statesmen generally were more like Li 
Hung Chang and the Emperor ane would 
not now have to salaam to Dai Nippon. 
Mr. Foster is homesick. His mind dwelis 
upon the beauties of Washington, straw- 
berries and shad. He compares the beauty 
of New York State to the dull plains of 
North China, and wants to go home. We 
shall be again delayed. The Viceroy will 
probably go to Chee Foo for the exchange 
of ratifications, as some matters have arisen 
through the European protests that must 
be discussed. Mr. Foster must go also. 
Recently I have been visiting the hospitals 
with Dr. Leach of the Monocacy to see the 
1 soldiers. They have generally 
ged themselves, horribly mangled, from 
22 rattle fields, many miles away, to Tien- 
tsin. came with frozen feet and in a 
most wee ched condition. Their sufferings” 
are terrible. It is simply marvelous that 
so many recover. Their diet of rice, and 
no alcohol, saves them, as inflammation 
rarely sets in. These hospitals are run by 
missionaries, who deserve the greatest 
credit for their courage and endurance. 


TIENTSIN, May 11.—We are just back 
from Chee Foo. Sunday last r. Foster 
and I, with Wo * 2 and Sien Fang.
